Bar I truft then Prudence will not alone be con- 
fidered {ufficieat to make a perfon an amiable or 
@ worthy character; this at beft can be.but confi- 
dered as a negative virtue. The Mifer thinks he 
adheres to its rules in denying the humble fuppli- 
cant a ‘mall pittance, and fooths his contcience 
with one of the pernicious maxims of falfe pru- 
dence, ‘* that it is beftto keep the loaf under his 
own arm, for who would give him if he wanted.”’ 
‘The woman who hides the fweet affibility of her 
natufe under its rigid laws, to the utter extin@tion 
of every innocent indulgence, miy well be called 
a prude; and he who locks his fecrets from the 
man he calls his friend, with a fear that they may 
at fome time or other be at varience is impeiled by 
prudential confiderations. 

As it is generally underftood, it isan excafe for 
venality—-a bane to good humour, and feiters the 
molt noble propentities of our fouls. Old Centus 
never does a kind ation but when he can promife 
Rimfelf eventual advantage. —Eliza Brittle when 
young, poefiefied the moft iociable and engaging 
maoners ; but the has fince become flrangcty al- 
fered, and would not indulge a harmleis bumoor, 
an word os att (before a gentleman) on any confide- 
ration. Miron loves his Iriends, and altho’ he 
was perfectly confcious of the unjaftnefs of an ill- 
natured circumftance related of one of them, yet, 
on mature confideration he thought proper to a- 
void him ; and were youto afk either of thofea 
resfoa for their conduct, they would anfwer, they 
followed the didases of Prudence. Will not every
